Pain clinic owners plead guilty

PIKEVILLE — The owners of a former 
Paintsville pain clinic pleaded guilty last week 
to federal drug charges. 

Tammy Cantrell, 40, of Oil Springs, and 
Shelby Lackey, 50, of Williamsport, who 
owned Care More Pain Management, entered 



guilty pleas last Wednesday in U.S. District 
Court at Pikeville to conspiracy to distribute 
and unlawfully dispense oxycodone and to 
maintaining drug-involved premises. 

According to their plea agreements with 
federal prosecutors, Cantrell and Lackey 
opened Care More on Broadway in Paintsville 
on Jan. 2, 2008. The women, who did not have 
“any legal authority to write prescriptions,” 
contracted with an agency to employ doctors at 



the pain clinic to see and treat patients and 
write prescriptions, the agreements say. The 
clinic operated on a cash-only basis with the 
exception of auto insurance, the agreements 
say, and did not accept health insurance. 

Lackey was paid $2,000 a week and 
$15,000 every two weeks, and Cantrell 
received $1 ,000 a week and $15,000 every two 
weeks, according to the agreements. Patients 
were charged $200 for their first visit and $180 



for return visits, the agreements say. 

Dr. Richard Albert was employed by Care 
More from October 2008 to October 12, 2009. 
In January 2009, the Kentucky Attorney Gen- 
eral’s Office received information and com- 
plaints from local law enforcement that the 
clinic was “seeing large numbers of patients,”

Former 
educator’s 
drug case 
remanded

CINCINNATI, Ohio - A feder- 
al appeals court Monday threw out a 
former Magoffin County educator’s 
guilty plea to federal drug and fire- 
arms charges. 

The ruling by the U.S. Sixth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals allows Darrell 
B. Patrick to withdraw his guilty 
plea and remands the case to U.S. 
District Court at Pikeville for further 
proceedings. 

“We hold that the failure to 
ensure that defendant understood 
that he faced a mandatory-minimum 
sentence of five years for the fire- 
arms charge affected his substantial 
rights and we vacate and remand to 
the district court. 

Patrick was a teacher at North 
Magoffin Elementary School when 
he was arrested in 2009 on drug- 
trafficking charges. He was charged 
with six counts of first-degree traf- 
ficking in oxycodone. Police said 
Patrick, a former principal at Prater 
Borders and John T. Arnett elemen- 
tary schools, sold drugs from his 
residence between August and Octo- 
ber 2009. 

Patrick pleaded guilty in 2011 in 
U.S. District Court to one count of 
distribution of oxycodone, one 
count of possession with intent to 
distribute oxycodone and one count 
of possession of a firearm in further- 
ance of a drug-trafficking crime. He

Officials start petition to stop 
Big Sandy power plant’s closure

LOUISA — In response to the proposed shut- 
down of Kentucky Power Company’s Big Sandy 
Plant in Louisa, local officials have started a peti- 
tion to request that the Kentucky Public Service 
Commission deny the application and are seeking 
support from the community. 

A public meeting is scheduled for May 14 at 5 
p.m. at the Lawrence County Community Center to 
take public comments on Kentucky Power’s pro- 



posal to replace the Big Sandy Plant, which is now 
scheduled to close in mid-2015. 

An older, 278-megawatt unit at Big Sandy is 
scheduled to either be converted to burn natural gas 
or shut down by the end of 2014. Kentucky Power 
has not yet finalized plans for the unit or for replac- 
ing that power. 

PSC director David Armstrong said in a press 
release that the meeting will allow the PSC the 
opportunity to hear directly from ratepayers.

Balaklaw entered an Alford plea

McConnell unveils Coal Jobs Protection Act 



PIKEVILLE — During stops 
Monday in Pikeville and Hazard, 
U.S. Senate Republican Leader 
Mitch McConnell announced his 
plans to introduce the Coal Jobs Pro- 
tection Act. 

The legislation targets the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency’s 
(EPA) coal-mining permit approval 
process, which is negatively impact- 
ing coal-mining jobs in Kentucky, 
according to McConnell. 

“Coal is a vital part of my State’s 
economy, and a vital part of Ameri- 
ca’s energy portfolio,” McConnell 
said. “The EPA’s attack on this 
important Kentucky industry ham- 
pers the growth of jobs, and it espe- 
cially hampers the growth of small 



business - the greatest engines of job 
creation.” 

McConnell was joined in Hazard 
by U.S. Rep. Shelly Capito, a West 
Virginia Republican, who will intro- 
duce a similar bill in the House of 
Representatives. Kentucky’s other 
senator, Republican Rand Paul, is an 
original co-sponsor of McConnell’s 
legislation, which will be introduced 
next week. 

“This EPA has turned the coal 
permitting process into an illegiti- 
mate, back-door means to shut down 
coal mines permanently, by sitting 
on permits indefinitely and remov- 
ing any certainty from the regulatory 
process,” McConnell said. “By play- 



ing this game of ‘run out the clock,’ 
they have put many Kentucky min- 
ing operations into limbo and cost 
Kentucky thousands of jobs and over 
$123 million in coal severance mon- 
ey,” McConnell said. “The EPA is 
changing the rules in the middle of 
the game. And they’ve done it all 
without a single vote in Congress. 
What EPA is doing is outside the 
scope if its authority, outside the 
scope of the law, and represents a 
fundamental departure from the per- 
mitting process as originally envi- 
sioned by Congress. So if this 
administration won’t rein the EPA 
in, Congress will. Congress must.” 
Kentucky has nearly forty 402 
permits that have been held up since 



2008, costing the state thousands of 
jobs and over $123 million in coal 
severance money, McConnell said. 
It’s estimated that roughly 3,500 
mining jobs in Kentucky could be in 
jeopardy if the EPA doesn’t revise its 
permit approval process, he said. 

The Coal Jobs Protection Act 
would end the “abuse” of the process 
by the EPA by requiring the agency 
to approve or veto 402 permit appli- 
cations within 270 days of applica- 
tion, McConnell said. If the EPA 
doesn’t act by that time, the permit 
would be automatically approved. 

The Coal Jobs Protection Act 
would also give the EPA 90 days 
after it receives a 404 permit appli- 
cation to begin the approval process 



for that application. It also gives the 
president a year to conduct an envi- 
ronmental assessment. Failure to act 
within that time frame for approval 
of a 404 permit would mean the 
application is approved, the permit is 
issued, and the permit can never be 
subject to judicial review. 

The Coal Jobs Protection Act 
would also implement reform to help 
farmers, home builders, realtors, 
transportation-industry workers, 
municipalities, and manufacturers at 
risk from the EPA’s wish to impose a 
back-door national energy tax by 
regulating carbon dioxide emissions 
from coal plants under the Clean Air

Kentucky Power is seek- 
ing PSC approval of an 
agreement to purchase 50 
percent interest in Ohio Pow- 
er Company’s Mitchell Pow- 
er Plant, which is located 
south of Moundsville, W.Va., 
at a cost of approximately 
$536 million, which is 
approximately $404 million 
less than the cost of upgrad- 
ing the Big Sandy’s 
800-megawatt unit in order to 
meet stricter federal air qual- 
ity standards. 

The 780 megawatts of 
capacity from Mitchell would 
nearly replace the 800 mega- 
watts generated by the larger 
of two units at the Big Sandy 
Plant, company officials say, 
and will result in an 8 percent 
increase in customer bills, or 
about $6 per month, accord- 
ing to the PSC press release. 

The rate impact for 
upgrading the Big Sandy 
facility had been estimated 
by the company at about a 
$31 per month increase for 
residential customers. 

Lawrence County Judge- 
Executive John Osborne, 
County Attorney Mike 
Hogan, County Clerk Chris 
Jobe, PVA Chris Rose, Sher- 
iff Garrett Roberts, School 
Superintendent Mike Arm- 
strong and librarian Mary 
McGuire met in Hogan’s 
office Monday afternoon. 
Recognizing the negative 
economic impact the closure 
would have on the communi- 
ty, the officials agreed to 
show their support for a peti- 
tion asking the PSC to deny 
the request for a closure of 
the plant. 

The petition says, “We, 
the citizens of Lawrence 
County, request that the PSC 
deny the application of AEP 
in closing the Big Sandy 
Plant. Our community has 
enjoyed a long standing rela- 
tionship with AEP and has 
been actively involved in 
community outreach since its 
inception in 1962. Further- 
more, the loss of jobs in the 
community would amount to 
an economic catastrophe that 
the community would be 
unable to overcome. Lastly, 
the loss of tax revenue would 
be in excess of $900,000 per 
year to the county, school 
board, and library among 
other taxing districts that 
receive a portion of this mon- 
ey. This would constitute a 
loss of revenue that would 
adversely impact the educa- 
tion that students receive, as 
well as prohibit the county 
from providing necessary 
governmental operations 
including those that affect 
public safety and general 
welfare.” 

Osborne said that he sup- 
ports the petition because the 
loss of the Big Sandy Plant 
would be an “astronomical 
loss” for the county. 

“With all the cuts in coal 
revenue and the closure of the 
plant combined, financially, I 
don’t know how the county 
will continue to run efficient- 



ly,” Osborne said. “Not only 
will it impact governmental 
operations, but you are talk- 
ing about a lot of families 
who won’t have a paycheck 
coming in and on top of that 
their electric bills will go up. 
This petition is a start to see 
what we can do and we need 
the people to support it.” 

Jobe said “it would be 
detrimental to the communi- 
ty.” 

“You would see the trick- 
le-down effect,” he said. 

“I support the petition,” 
Rose said. “The closing of 
the Big Sandy Plant will have 
a terrible economic impact on 
all facets of economic devel- 
opment.” 

Roberts said the shutdown 
would have “a tremendous 
impact on the safety in Law- 
rence County and the loss of 
tax revenue.” 

“It will impact the sher- 
iff’s office daily operations 
and as hard as we’ve worked, 
we don’t want things to go 
down.” 

McGuire said she has 
already told library employ- 
ees that she wants them to 
attend the PSC public hear- 
ing. 

“I know that if it goes out, 
we have to lay people off,” 
McGuire said. “We won’t be 
able to meet the $150,000 
bond payment. We won’t be 
able to order new books nor 
do much of anything with 
that low amount of money.” 

Hogan said the “numbers 
are so obvious that people 
can tell this is serious.” 

“More importantly is just 
the loss of a long standing 
community employer,” 
Hogan said. “Not only has 
AEP provided numerous 
good-paying jobs, they are 
actively involved in commu- 
nity projects which would 
also be affected such as Little 
League, cheerleaders, band 
and others. It is general deg- 
radation and failure of the 
community when factories 
and plants close, the commu- 
nity can spiral downward.” 

Armstrong said the 
“potential loss of the Ken- 
tucky Power Company from 
the Lawrence County Schools 
tax rolls would be a devastat- 
ing reduction in local tax dol- 
lars.” 

“The projected $471,000 
loss translates to 46 ‘general 
fund’ classified positions or 
approximately 14 ‘general 
fund’ new teacher positions,” 
Armstrong said. “This same 
amount also equates into the 
average annual salary of 10.5 
experienced teachers. These 
tax dollars pay for teachers 
and or teacher aides who are 
leading the effort to increase 
learning for all Lawrence 
County students. We are 
however, reaching the point 
that we cannot ‘do more with 
less.’ In order to realize the 
goal that all of our students 
are college and career ready, 
we have to have the financial 
resources necessary to make 
this goal a reality. The poten- 
tial loss of the Big Sandy 
generating plants from the

because this is the second time 
since February that the animal 
has attacked a child. 

“It was horrible,” Clark 
said. “It bit her on the leg and 
the side. It broke the chain and 
just ran straight for her and 
attacked her, and she was no 
where near it. She was approx- 
imately 60-80 feet away. I 
know that a dog will nip at you 
or growl over their food, but 
this was to maul and kill, and 
for no other reason. There was 
no food involved and she did 
nothing to the animal.” 

Clark said the pit bull’s 
owners live on Shelton Lane 
and that they also have chil- 
dren residing at the resi- 
dence. 

“It was a really bad attack, 
and people should see the 
kind of damage a dog like 
that can do to a child, tearing 
at it like that. The owner told 
me that ‘any kids come 
around and they are fair 
game, that they knew it 
would bite,”’ Clark said. “He 
said that was the reason he 
got the dog was to protect his 
house. I wasn’t by myself 
when he said it either. Con- 
stable Bob Hyden was with 
me. and he heard him say it 
too. I didn’t know it at first, 



but this is the second time 
that same dog has attacked a 
child. It attacked one on Feb- 
ruary 6 of this year. The 
paperwork from the Health 
Department shows that the 
dog bit that child in the right 
side.” 

Clark said the dog is cur- 
rently being quarantined and 
that he is going to try and 
have it “put down” because 
this isn’t the first time it has 
attacked and maimed a child. 

“You would expect an 
owner to be more responsible 
than to have an animal like 
that around his own children, 
and especially after it’s 
attacked a child,” Clark said. 
“I am going to try and get 
criminal charges against the 
owner due to the severity of 
the injuries suffered by the 
child and especially since 
this is the second time.” 

Clark said the 8 -year-old 
girl is at home recovering 
from the injuries. 

“She went to Paul B . Hall, 
but I think they transferred 
her to Cabell Hospital later,” 
Clark said Tuesday. “Her dad 
said yesterday that she had a 
terrible weekend but that she 
appeared to be healing. I’m 
sure after something like this 
she will be scared of dogs for 
the rest of her life.”

and investigators from the 
office conducted surveillance 
at the facility and on Albert, 
the agreements say. 

“These investigators 
observed that large numbers 
of people congregated around 
the clinic and in the parking 
lot,” the plea agreements say. 
“Several of these individuals 
were observed to be under the 
influence of controlled sub- 
stances. The majority of the 
‘patients’ who were seeing 
Albert at Care More were 
present in the parking lot for 
most of the day. Later in the 
day several new arrivals went 
into the office, stayed a few 
minutes and left. These sub- 
jects left holding what 



appeared to be identifiable 
green prescriptions. ‘Patients’ 
were observed to limp or stag- 
ger into Care More. They 
were later observed exiting 
the office with identifiable, 
green prescriptions not limp- 
ing or staggering. Albert and 
Care More were seeing a high 
volume of patients that was 
inconsistent with normal 
medical practice. Albert and 
Care More appeared to the 
investigators to be running a 
‘pill mill.’” 

Cooperating individuals 
(CIs) and undercover officers 
(UCs) were sent into Care 
More beginning in February 
2009, the agreements say. 
They met with Albert after a 
few hours’ wait, were given “a 
limited if any” examination 



and “typically” provided a 
prescription for 90, 10-milli- 
gram Percocet. 

The pain clinic later 
moved to another location on 
Broadway, where visits by 
CIs and UCs “did not always 
involve seeing Albert,” the 
agreements say. 

“CIs observed office per- 
sonnel distributing prescrip- 
tions in Albert’s absence 
which he had previously 
signed,” the agreements say. 
“. . . Both (Cantrell and Lack- 
ey) as owners of Care More 
knew that subsequent visits by 
patients did not always 
involve Albert or any other 
doctor.” 

Care More later moved to 
Teays Branch, where Cantrell 
was interviewed by investiga-

currently. The 12-month sen- 
tence is probated for two 
years, which will be extended 
for an additional year if neces- 
sary to accomplish full pay- 
ment of restitution. 

Balaklaw must pay restitu- 
tion in the amount of 
$135,105.53 and investigative 
costs of $5,000 for a total pay- 
ment of $140,105.53, without 
interest or penalties. He must 
pay quarterly, with the first 
payment due on or before the 
date of sentencing, and each 
increment must be a minimum 
of $5,000. 

If the full payment is not 



paid within 24 months, Balak- 
law shall be permitted an 
additional year to make full 
payment, and his probation 
shall also be extended for an 
additional year or more until 
any outstanding amount is 
paid in full, the agreement 
says. 

The accepted plea agree- 
ment and sentencing consti- 
tutes a full and complete set- 
tlement of all pending and or 
potential claims that the com- 
monwealth may have against 
Balaklaw, who also agrees to a 
five-year exclusion from fed- 
eral healthcare programs as 
defined under 42 U.S.C. 
1320a-7b(f).

Act. Such a move would hurt 
the economy and endanger 
millions of jobs across the 
country, McConnell said. 

Kentucky’s coal industry 
employs over 14,000 people 
directly, according to McCon- 
nell. For every miner 
employed, three more Ken- 
tuckians hold jobs indirectly 
dependent on coal, including 
farmers, realtors, and trans- 
portation workers, he said. 

In 2012, total coal produc- 
tion in Kentucky declined by 
over 16 percent, and direct 
employment from coal fell by 
over 22 percent, McConnell 
said. Coal production in East- 
ern Kentucky is down by near- 
ly 28 percent, the lowest level 
since Lyndon Johnson was 
president, the senator said. As 
a result, 4,000 miners in East- 
ern Kentucky have lost their 
jobs — a drop of nearly 30 
percent, he said. 

“The Kentucky Coal Asso- 
ciation strongly endorses the 
Coal Jobs Protection Act pre- 



sented by Sen. McConnell and 
urges its favorable consider- 
ation by the United States 
Congress,” Kentucky Coal 
Association President Bill 
Bissett said. “Senator McCon- 
nell’s proposed legislation 
would address many of the 
issues that have unfairly 
plagued the Kentucky coal 
industry under EPA’s recent 
implementation of the Clean 
Water Act permit programs. 
The bill would mandate timely 
action on permit applications, 
ensure that the employment 
and economic impact of fed- 
eral actions is fully document- 
ed and taken into account, 
restore the appropriate balance 
between state and federal 
authority, and prohibit EPA 
from regulating by means of 
guidance or other extra-legal 
means. Passage of the bill 
would compel EPA to exercise 
its authority consistent with 
the rights of the Common- 
wealth of Kentucky, its local 
governments and the private 
sector including the Kentucky 
coal industry.”

was sentenced to 60 months 
and one day in federal prison. 

Patrick later requested 
withdrawal of his guilty plea, 
which he said was “not know- 
ing and voluntary,” according 
to the appeals court. 

The appeals court agreed. 

“During the plea hearing, 
the magistrate judge did not 
state the mandatory minimum 
penalty that defendant faced 



for the firearm charge,” the 
appeals court said in his rul- 
ing. “Such an omission is a 
violation of the plain language 
of Federal Rule of Criminal 
Procedure ll(b)(l)(I), which 
states that ‘the court must 
inform the defendant of, and 
determine that the defendant 
understands,’ any mandatory- 
minimum sentence he faces.” 
A status conference is 
scheduled for Monday, May 6, 
in federal court at Pikeville. 
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Balaklaw was indicted in 
Lawrence County in October 
2011 and charged with 20 
counts of devising or engag- 
ing in a scheme to defraud the 
Kentucky Medical Assistance 
Program. 

The indictment alleged 
that Balaklaw intentionally or 
wantonly submitted fraudu- 
lent and false claims to Med- 
icaid by claiming he treated 
multiple patients using pain 
treatment (Trigger Point) 
injections into the tendon. The 
charges allege that from Janu- 
ary 2007 through July 2010, 
Balaklaw fraudulently billed 
$90,000 for the 29 patients 
included in the indictment. 

Balaklaw officially closed 
his office in Lawrence County 
June 30,2011 and was charged 
with Medicaid fraud follow- 
ing an investigation into his 
billing practices at Anesthesia 
Associates of Louisa P.S.C. by 
Attorney General Jack Con- 
way and his office of Medic- 
aid Fraud and Abuse Control. 

The case was referred to 
the attorney general’s office 
by the Department of Medic- 
aid Services. 



tors in September 2009, 
according to the agreements. 
Among other things, DEA 
agents advised Cantrell that 
they could “not operate or 
issue prescriptions without a 
doctor being present,” the 
agreements say. 

Albert subsequently 
resigned from Care More Oct. 
1, 2009. Albert later opened a 
practice at Turner Branch, 
where authorities conducted a 
raid in February 2011. Albert 
was later indicted on drug 
charges and pleaded guilty as 
part of a plea agreement. He is 
awaiting sentencing. 

Lackey was interviewed 
by investigators on the same 
day Albert’s office was raid- 
ed, telling agents that prior to 
leaving Care More, the doctor 
“only wanted to see 15 
patients, but she and Cantrell 
wanted him to see more,” 
according to Lackey’s plea 
agreement. 

After Albert resigned, 
Cantrell and Lackey hired Dr. 
Rano Bofill, who “largely 
continued the prescribing 
practices of Albert,” the plea 
agreements say. 

Bofill was indicted along 
with Cantrell and Lackey in 
August 2012, and his trial is 
scheduled for May 28 in fed- 
eral court in Lexington, 
according to court records. 

Lackey discontinued her 
ownership of Care More in 
December 2011, the agree- 
ments say, adding that Cantrell 
borrowed approximately 
$118,000 from the business to 
build a house. 

Approximately 60,000 
Percocet pills were distributed 
by Bofill and Albert while 
they were employed at Care 
More, according to the plea 
agreements. 

As part of her plea deal, 
Cantrell “agrees to pay the 
amount of $100,000 cash in 
lieu of forfeiture of the real 
property listed in the indict- 
ment and will execute a sepa- 
rate document setting out the 
terms of the agreement.” 

The money is “due and 
payable on or before the date” 
of Cantrell’s formal sentenc- 
ing, which is set for Sept. 5.

On a given day, an esti- 
mated 144 billion email 
messages are sent and 
received around the world. 
This doesn’t even include 
spam! 

Compare that with an 
average of 175 million 
tweets per day, and it’s 
clear most folks and com- 
panies still prefer email 
when it comes to exchang- 
ing messages. 

As someone who 
receives more email than I 
can count, I’ve had to cook 
up special strategies for 
dealing with it. Experts say 
up to a quarter of a per- 
son’s work week is spent 
dealing with email ! 

To lighten your load, 
here are 5 email tricks I use 
every day. Use these and 
you’ll shave serious time 
off of your inbox manage- 
ment. 

1 . Send less (and better) 
email 

Email follows one law 
you’ve probably heard 
before: You get what you 
give. If you’re sending out 
dozens of messages, you’re 
going to receive that many 
back and more. If the email 
you send isn’t clear, you’ll 
end up sending more mes- 
sages to clarify. It all adds 
up. 

Instead, look for other 
ways to communicate. If a 
quick text, call or IM can 
get your message across 
faster, use that instead. If 
you’re dealing with a co- 
worker, taking a trip to 
their office might be easier 
and more productive. 

With the email you 
can’t avoid sending out, 
make it clear and concise. 
Anticipate questions and 
answer them before they’re 
asked. Try to keep it as 
short as possible, as well. 
If a list or short sentence 
will do, don’t stretch things 
out into paragraphs. 

If you’re frequently 
sending the same message 
to multiple people, save 
time with a template you 
can copy and paste. These 
can be customized as you 
go so they don’t look as 
much like form letters. 

2. Filter and Automate 

Nearly every email pro- 
gram or service lets you set 
up some form of automat- 
ed message filtering. This 
can be as simple as setting 
up folders to separate 
important mail from the 
clutter. Advanced systems 
can color code and label 
email for you based on 
sender and other rules. 

Start by routing mes- 
sages from important con- 
tacts to a folder labeled 
“Urgent” or something 
similar. Create a “Read 
later” folder for routine or 
subscription messages. 
You can create as many 
subfolders and folders as 
you need, so set up a sys- 
tem that works best for 
you. 

Act on the email you 
receive, and then either 
archive or delete the mes- 
sages. The quicker it is out 
of your inbox, the better. 
Remember, your inbox is a 
delivery system, not a stor- 
age system! 

If you want even more 
advanced filtering options, 
use programs like Outlook 
or the free Thunderbird. 
These are a must for any- 
one with multiple email 
accounts. They add all 
sorts of management fea- 
tures that most Webmail 
can’t touch. 

3. Use temporary email 

I’m sure at some point 

you’ve made the mistake 
of giving out your real 
email address online. 
Shortly afterward, a flood 
of email you don’t care 
about appears in your 
inbox. 

In most cases, you just 
needed to give it to a site so 
you can receive a confir- 
mation email proving you

are who you say you are. For 
those situations, it’s better to 
use a temporary email account. 
Mailinator is a good site for 
this. Its email addresses only 
last for an hour or so and then 
all the email is erased. 

Some people create a sec- 
ond email address. That’s the 
one they give out to new or 
questionable sites. Their main 
email is reserved for friends, 
family and reputable sites. 
You should also keep business 
and personal email accounts 
separate. 

4. When to use BCC 

There are many ways to 
send email to multiple people. 
Usually, people simply use 
“To:” or “CC:” and fill in all 
the email addresses. For most 
mass mailings, however, 
“BCC:” is a better option. 

Using it means recipients 
only see their own email 
address. That’s a plus when 
they might not know other 
people on the list, or your 
email might be forwarded to 
strangers. You don’t want a 
spammer getting their hands 
on a large list of your friends’ 
names and addresses. 

BCC can backfire, though. 
In an office setting, using 
BCC on an email makes you 
the only target for replies. If

the email is about a project 
with a team, include other 
team members’ addresses in a 
“To:” field to help you carry 
the weight. 

Whenever you include 
multiple people in an email - 
office or personal - make sure 
each knows why they’re 
included. Don’t be afraid to 
explain that in the body of the 
email. 

5 . Turn off notifications 

One of the biggest email 
annoyances is notifications. 
These come from Facebook, 
Twitter and other social sites. 

You might get an email 
every time someone interacts 
with your profile. If you’re an 
avid social networker, these 
notifications can take over 
your inbox.

INSPECTION PERIOD FOR THE 
PROPERTY TAX ASSESSMENT ROLL 

The Lawrence County real property tax roll will be opened for inspection from 
May 6 through May 20, 2013. Under the supervision of the property valuation 
administrator or one of the deputies, any person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2013, assessment on which state, county and school taxes 
for 2013 will be due about September 15, 2013. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation administrator in the 
county courthouse and may be inspected between the hours of 8:00 a.m. and 
4:00 p.m. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on property made by the PVA 
must first request a conference with the PVA or a designated deputy. The con- 
ference may be held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the con- 
ference with the PVA or designated deputy, may appeal to the county board of 
assessment appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter 
or other written petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the prop- 
erty and stating the taxpayer's opinion of the fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk's office no later than one work 
day following the conclusion of the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, or 
failing to appear before the board, either in person or by designed representa- 
tive, will not be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax 
Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall NOT be made to the county 
board of assessment appeals. Personal property taxpayers shall be served 
notice under the provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest and 
appeal rights granted under the provisions of KRS 131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not agree with the 
assessed value of personal property as determined by the office of property 
valuation administrator. 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) what he believes to be the fair 
cash value of his property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly with the Department of Revenue, 
Office of Property Valuation, within 30 days from the date of the notice of 
assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110. 

(4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue may be appealed to the 
Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.
